A legislative commission recent- 


ly conducted hearings in Chicago 
which dealt with the problems rela- 
tive to the establishment of a four- 
year undergraduate college of the 
University of Illinois in the Chica- 
go area.

Kalb, appearing before the com- 
m!•«!""• »« * prfva*'citizen! op- 
posed the Chicago plan because 
of the terrific cost of buying 
suitable campus property within 
thn city. 


Sen. Collins cited the fact that

200-acre campim and plan* to 
expand It by adding 1,000 acres 
In the future.

From the cost an^le, the build- 


ing of a University of Illinois 
branch in Chicago would cost the 
Illinois 
taxpayers 
approximately 


$100 million, the senator told the 
commission, and that alone would 
preclude the financing of such a 
project in the near future. The 
slate already has a real estate in- 
vestment of $30 million at DeKalb 
and Collins stated that he believes 
.expansion of the facilities needed 
to accommodate Northern Illinois 
could be made with little additional 
cost to the taxpayers.

>artment official, was indict- 
ed by a federal grand jury to- 
day on charges that he false- 
y denied Communist party 
membership during a loyalty 
hearing in December, 1950. 


The indictment, returned under 
he false statement* statute, ac- 
.Used Lorwin of falsely stating un< 
der oath at th* loyalty hearing 
that: 


1. H« never was a Communist 
>arty member. 
2. He never carried a Communist 
iarty card. 
8. H* never held a Communist 


party meeting in his horn*. 


. .Department Chief '- 


Al the time of the hearing, Lor- 


win was chief of the European 
section, .division of international 
abor, social and health affairs In 
ha State Department. 
Lorwin, 46, and no longer with 


he government, is a native of New 
York City. The Justic* depart 
ment said it was unable to supply 
tls present address. 


Lorwin was indicted under 


statute which punishes the making 
of a false statement to a govern 
ment representative. The offense 
s punishable by $10,000 fine or 
five years imprisonment. 


The former State Department of 


ficial is a graduate of Cornel 
University and Ohio State Univer 
sity, and once served as tutor in 
history at Brooklyn College. 


He entered government service 


in 1935 as an economist with th 
old National Recovery Administra 
tion, and became a labor standards 
analyst in 1939.

Later, he was with the War Pro 


duction Board. 
He entered the 


Army in 1943 and served as 
lieutenant overseas. He was con 
nected with the Office of Strategic 
Services in 1944-45 and transferred 
to the State Department Oct. 1 
1945. 


The indictment charges that Lor 


win made false statements to 
State Department loyalty board 
All government departments se 
up such boards for employes unde 
an order from President Truman 


A State Department spokesma; 


declined to say when asked by re 
porters what finding the depart 
ment board had.made as to Lor 
win. Under Truman's order, ther 
was a high degree of secrec; 
about such hearings. 


The spokesman said Lorwin re 


signed from the department Jun 
17, 1952, but that he could not say 
whether the resignation was volun 
tary or requested. 


He said Lorwin was suspende 


Feb. 5, 1951 but was returned t 
his State Department duties i 
April 1952, only to resign tw 
months laterr

PANMUNJOM OB—U. S. envoy Arthur H. Dean told the Communists 


today that unrcpatriated war prisoners will be freed Jan. 22 unless a 
peace conference decides som* other course "and no human hand or 
mind or debate can change it." 


"We are never going to agree, 


under any circumstances, to a 
change in that date." he declared. 


Dean and Communist diplomats 


huddled for almost three hours on 
plans for a peace conference while 
a few miles away 30 more South 
Korean war prisoners unanimous- 
ly rejected pleas to return home. 


Allied persuaders in three days 


have talked to 90 South Koreans 
who chose life under the Commu- 
nists and not one has changed his 
mind. 


ROK officers whisked through 30 


interviews before noon today. The 
U. N. Command asked to interview 
40 prisoners Saturday. The repa- 
triation commission said the' re- 
quest for an extra 10 was filed too 
late, but there were indications it 
still would be approved.

McCarthy (R-Wis) that 
citizens let President Eisenhower 
know how they feel about the sen- 
ator's criticism of allies who trade 
with Red China. 


Murray Snyder, assistant press 


secretary, said the messages, to- 
taled for the first 24 hours since 
the senator's appeal, had not been 
broken down' as to favorable and 
unfavorable.' 


He did say,-however, that all of 


the messages wer* telegrams and 
all related to McCarthy's state- 
ment 'of Thursday urging thos* 
who agree with him to urge the 
stopping of aid to Western nations 
continuing U> Urad* with R*d Cbiiur.

Korean Civilians 
Buried Alive 
U. S. Army Officer Says 
Tens of Thousands Die 


WASHINGTON Mf—Col. James M, Hanley testified today that snti- 


Red South Korean civilians "wcr* killed by th* tens of thousands" by 
their Communist enemies. 


Hanley, who was the first chief 
• 


of the army's Korean war crimes 
section, told a senate investiga- 
tion: 
' "In some cases, they threw them 
down mine shafts alive, they bur- 
ied them alive,'they burned them 
alive in jail, and they shot them 
in groups of hundreds." 


Sen. Potter (R-Mich), who Is 


directing the one-man senate probe 
of atrocities, meanwhile challenged 
Andrei Vlshlnsky and his associ- 
ates in the Communist hierarchy 
to try to disprove Korean veterans' 
account of bestial, brutal actions 
by Reds in Korea. 


Many Account* 


Potter has heard over a doxcn 


accounts of atrocities, performed 
sgainst captured military men, in 
the past two days. Today's testi- 
mony by Hanley was the first in 
the hearings relating to atrocities 
against civilians. 


No one can ever know how many 


South Koreans were Communist 
atrocity victims, Hanley testified, 
and added: 


"I don't think exact numbers are 


too important—whether it was 30,- 
000, 40,000 or 50,000. 


"The fnct Is that the'Communists 


committed atrocities beyond any 
shadow of doubt." 


Hanley explained how the army 


war crimes group photographed, 
checked and documented each re- 
ported atrocity case soon after the 
war began in mid-1950. 


No (Intuition 


"No one cnn raise a quefition 


about the pattern and existence of 
the atrocities," the army legal of- 
ficer said. "We have evidence, af- 
fidavits, eyewitness accounts and 
photographs of the bodies. 


"That Is not a compilation of 


names and hearsay."

Churchill and Laniel, together with 
British Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden and French Foreign Minister 
George* Bidault.

• A crowd of about 2.000 was on 
hand to welcome Eisenhower. Also 
present was 'a colorful honor guard 
made up of Royal Welsh Fusilieres, 
Bermuda, militia and U.S. airmen. 


In the presidential party were 


Secretary of State Dulles and 
Lewis Strauss, chairman of th* 
U. S. Atomic Energy Commission. 
Strauss was added to the party at 
the last minute this morning. 


The flight from Washington took 


3 hours, 10 minutes.

was not immediately known.

along the rout* of tht presidential 
plane.

But 
there are also thousands of "amateurs."

Minors Are Hopeful Majors 
Will Control TV, Radio

ATLANTA <&—Baseball's minor leagues close their annual conven 


tion today, hopeful that majors will act favorably next week on their 
petition for new controls of radio and television broadcasts. 


A carefully worded resolution" 


was a d o p t e d unanimously at 
Thursday's closed session. 


Sen. Edwin Johnson (D-Colo), 


president of the Western league, 
drew up the new plan, and Allen 
Russell, president of the Beaumont 
club of the Texas league, added 
amendments. 


Big league commercial radio-TV 


broadcasts would be barred in 
minor league cities on the date 
when the minor club is playing 
home or away unless consent is 
given by the minor league club. 


Legislate Self 


Noncommercial 
or sustain- 


ing broadcasts and TV, however, 
would be permitted without restric- 
tions. Johnson said he thought this 
eliminated any possibility of a vio- 
lation of the First Amendment of 
the U.S. Constitution, guaranteeing 
freedom of speech. 


All restrictions on baseball radio- 


TV were dropped in 1951 under 
pr«s»u« from the Justice depart- 
ment. 


The senator claimed the favor- 


able supreme court decision that 
baseball was not interstate com- 
merce continued the "responsibil- 
ity of baseball to do its own legis- 
lating." 


There wa* considerable doubt 


about the majors' reaction to this 
plan.

MIAMI, Fla. W) — The choppy 


waters of the Gulf stream today 
held the body of Hope Root and 
brought a tragic end to the 52- 
year-old Miami attorney's attempt 
to break the world's free-swim- 
ming diving record. 


Root went overboard, from the 


charter boat Arabalete two miles 
off Miami Beach at 11:27 a.m. 
(CST) 
Thursday, plunging to a 


depth of 500 feet. 


Patrolling boats and a coast 


guard helicopter s e a r c h e d for 
hours but found no trace of the 
body. 


Planned Record 


Root had planned to descend to 


410 feet for a new free-swimming 
diving record. In such dives, a 
face mask, foot fins and a com- 
pressed air tank are used but the 
diver swims free. 


Jordan Klein, skipper of the Ar- 


balete, said Root expected to com- 
plete the dive in 20 minutes. 


"He descended to 40 feet, then 


hesitated to equalize the pressure," 
Klein said. "The nhe descended to 
80 feet and stopped again to equal- 
ize the pressure. Then he went 
down like a shot to 400 feet. 


"That was all according to 


schedule, but after leveling off at 
400 feet, he dropped to 450. We 
had a cable over with painted tags 
at various depths. Root expected to 
bring back the tag from the 410- 
foot level, which would have given 
him a world's record dive. 


Goes to 500 Feet 


"Our deepest tag was at 450 feet 


and I thought perhaps he was go- 
Ing lor that one. But something 
happened: He went down again, 
this time to 500 feet. 


"He was tracked by sonar equip- 


ment on a University of Miami re- 
search boat to these 
various 


depths. The water there was about 
820 feet deep. That was the end. 
He wasn't seen again." 


Klein said his 38-foot boat "took 


an awful licking" from the waves 
in winds up to 26 miles an hour 
that stirred the sea and caused 
•trong currents. 


Root, 6 feet 5 and weighing 170 


pounds, said he had been as deep 
as 370 feet in unofficial dives. The 
official record held by a living 
man is 306 feet set in the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. A Frenchman 
de- 


scended to 396 feet but was hauled 
up dead. 


Born in Alton 


Root was bom in Alton, 111., and 


grew up in Fort Worth, Texas. He 
was graduated from Harvard Law 
school in 1928, moved to Vero 
Beach from New York in 1937 and 
came to Miami a year later. 


A friend begged him not to try 


the, dive because of the rough 
weather but Root said he was all 
keyed up and ready to go and 
"couldn't «top now."

In DIXON 


Nachusa Marks Centennial — 1853-1953 


Prosperous Nachusa Began 
As an Early Trading Center 


• 
One hundred years ago this 


fall crews of workmen were 
busily pushing the steel rails 
of a railroad westward from 
Chicago. 


As the roadbed stretched 


across northern Illinois, small 
towns mushroomed along the 
right-of-way to take advant- 
age of ties and rails which 
would carry the farm produce 
of the region to market many 
times faster than wagon 
trains or barges. 


One of the communities in Lee 


county that had its birth during 
the construction or the railroad 
was called Taylor. But when the 
plat of the village was made in the 
fall of 1853, the name was changed 
to Nachusa. 


Nachusa was laid out on land 


owned by Col. A. P. Dysart and 
George Baugh, and was named in 
honor of Father John Dixon, to 


-whom the Indians gave the name 
"Nachusa," or "white hair." 


Prosperous Grain Center 


The village quickly grew to be a 


prosperous gram center, and grain 
trading has continued to be an im- 
portant factor throughout the 100 
years of Nachusa's history. 


The first business enterprise was 


launched by Col. Dysart who built 
a warehouse and began to buy 
grain and sell coal and lumber. In 
1855, or 1856, he opened a general 
store in partnership with a Mr. 
Cunningham. They were succeeded 
in 1860, by the firm of Dysart and 
RUey, which built the elevator. 
Through the years the business was 
operated by William C. Dysart. C. 
B. Crawford and E. L. Crawford. 
In 1947, a new elevator was built 
by C. H. Strong, the present owner, 
and in 1950, storage bins and a 
large new scale were added. 


Started as a trading center, tho 


village, even la its early days, 
handled as much aa 150,000 to 300,- 
000 bushels of gram yearly. 


First IVmtmanter 


The first village postmaster. Col. 


Dysart, was appointed by Presi- 
dent Franklin Pierce. Dysart also 
opened a general store in 1855 or 
1856, and the post office and store 
were in the same building. 


During the Grover Cleveland ad- 


ministration In 1885, the post office 
was moved, and C. D. Hart was 
postmaster. 


The post office remained in the 


general store which was operated 
by C. B. Crawford in 1885. In 1887. 
the post office was moved and C. 
D. Hart became postmaster. The 
office was returned to Crawford's 
general store in 1888, and he held 
office until 1808, when he moved 
to Dixon. E. L. Crawford was post' 
master until 1945, when he moved 
to Dixon. The present postmaster, 
C. H. Strong, has held the office 
since 1945. 


Th<* first blacksmith shop was 


opened in 1855, by a man named 
Farrcll. The shop at present is the 
Wesley Hockman garage. 


No Shade Trrai 


Most ol the people in Nachusa 


at this time were Irish who lived 
in small two or three room homes. 
In 1869, there were no shade trees. 
In fact, about the only trees were 
some poplars along the tracks near 
the railroad station. Perry Stettlcr 
erected a building where Reams 
Grocery and Market is located, and 
opened a tavern. It was the first 
liquor store In the village and sur- 
vived only a short time. It was 
also the last liquor store in Na- 
chusa. 


George 
Weyant conducted the 


village's first meat market at the 
site of the present business of 
Warren Ream. John S. Eicholtz 
manufactured 
wagons and 
car- 


riages in 1881. 


A blacksmith and icpair shop 


was set up in 1868, at the site of 
the present Wesley HocKman resi- 
dence. In 1867. Israel Slothowcr 
ran a blacksmith shop and was 
associated with John Dysart in the 
grain trade. 


In the early days cows and 


chickens ran all over town, and 
residents fenced their gardens to 
keep out animals and poultry.

Moi c permanent homes were built. 
The first of Die lasting stiucluics 
was built in 1881, by George Kic- 
loltz for William Dysait. It la the 
louse now owned by Alvin Krah.cn- 
buM. Charles Spanglcr's homo was 
the second built and was used for 
a hotel, operated by Mr. and Mrs. 
Dan Eicholtz. The Bates' houso 
was the thiid built. Robert Rich- 
ards now occupies the home. 


The home occupied by Cora and 


Mary Eicholtz was built in 1896, 
nnd has always been in the Eic- 
holtz name.- 


About 1907, the village boasted a 


barber shop and implement build- 
ing.

Railroad Cut-Off

ply of seeds, cuttings and grifts, 
and planted many for himself, but 
also gave them to neighbors.

The Nachusa school is be- 


lieved to have been estab- 
lished in 1853, the same year 
as the platting of the village. 


"From its founding until 
1868, classes were held in pri- 
vate homes in the village. 
Youngsters were taught by a 
man named Sheldon. 


The first school building was 


erected in 1868 on the site of the 
present moderp school. The teach- 
er was A. D. Barnes. The origi- 
nal building, with additions, served 
the distuct until 1949 when it was 
sold to John J. , Spangler, 
and 


moved to his farm. 


The following is a chronological 


account of some of the school's 
highlights before 1900. 


1872 


Coia Parker (Mrs. Cora Eic- 


holtz) began classes in the school. 
She is the only member of her 
class remaining in the Nachusa vi- 
cinity. The teacher was a Mrs. Os- 
trandcr. Equipment included dou- 
ble and triple scats. Most pupils 
attended classes only during the 
winter months. Their age at grad- 
uation fiom giade school was 18 
or 19 years. 


The school provided much of the 


community's entertainment with 
debates, spelling bees and sing- 
ing 
Modem pupils may envy the 


early-day students who had no ex- 
aminations. 


About 1890 


Nan Shancr (Mrs. John Plantz) 


attended school with a Miss Rose- 
biook as teacher. Fannie Hartzell 
attended when a Mr. Rex was in 
charge. Maude Eicholtz (Mrs. Roy 
Crawford) also was a pupil in this 
period. 


1894 


J. L. Welty was the teacher, and 


his classes included Joe Johnson. 
Dora Weigle. Ida Parker. Fred 
Johnson and Floience Crawford. 


IH9f. 


Teacher was L F. Preston, and 


students included Willie Johnson, 


Church Story Older Than Village 


The first church in Nachusa was the German Baptist 


(more familiarly known as the Dunkard) in 1850. The church 
was located where the toolhouse now stands at Emmert 
cemetery. 


The building had a basement, 


Kitchen and sleeping loom above 
the main room. Several ministers 
served the chinch. 


When the Baptists held their 


distuct meetings the people came 
many miles and stayed two or 
thiee days Some bi ought bedding 
and slept upstairs in tho church, 
nnd others stayed m the homes of 
local chinch members. 


Lutheran (.'hiirch 


The present Luthcian chinch in 


Nachusa was built in 1887. The 
Rev. W. L. Rcmbcrg was the pas- 
tor. Tho church bell was installed 
Nov. II. 1887, nnd hung until H was 
struck by lightning in 19U. 


Forty-five adults weie charter 


members of the congregation. Dea- 
cons elected at the 01 gam rational 
meeting Aug. 9, 1887, weie J. B. 
Eicholtz, J. S. Eicholt/, C. A. 
Heibst and Henry Heibst. The 
Rev. Remberg wns the pastor. 


Befoie the church wns built. W. 


C. Dysart offcied the use of his 
hall for a church and Sunday 
school. On August. 1SS7, after $2.- 
100 was collected, work started on 
the church building. John Spangler 
ga\e the building lots; John Shank 
began the excavation; Henry Hart- 
yell hauled the fust load of stone 
fiom 
the quairy below Stoncy 


Point school. 


Building C'ommittw 


The building committee—A. P. 


D\sait. chairman: J. S. Eicholtz, 
secietnvy; W. C. Dysart, John 
Shank, C. A. Herbst and Henry 


Herbst—reported the total cost of 
the church building was $2.686 75. 
The corncistone was laid Sept. 4, 
1S87. The church wns completed 
and dedicated Dec. 11, 1887. 


The congregation 
remained a 


part of South Dixon charge, until 
Nov. 1, 1906, when it was united 
with the Mary E. Shippert orphans 
home, under the pastoiate of the 
Rev. C. E, Winck. 


Dec. 3. 1908, this 
ftiiangcment 


was ended. A parsonage was built 
in the summer of 1908, and on June 
1, 1911, the Rev. John M Herbst 
icturned to Nachusa as a full-time" 
pastor. ' 


Rrilrcorato Church 


In August, 1912, the church was 


redecorated at a cost of $150. For 
Christmas the same year a piano 
was bought for $250. The building 
was wued for electricity in 1914, at 
a cost of $39.50. In 1916, tho Sunday 
school addition was erected at the 
north end of the church at a cost 
of about $900. 


During the summer of 1918. the 


church was redecorated for $285. 
In 1921, a basement was construct- 
ed under the church. 


March 4, 1944, a service of re- 


dedication was held to mark the 
complete lemodeling nnd refurnish- 
ing of the chancel and the installa- 
tion of new pews. An electric organ 
wns installed in 1947. 


The present pastor, the 
Rev. 


Rudolf K. Markwald, was installed 
Jan. 6, 1952, by Dr. Harmon J. Mc-

They weie 
given to the church by Glenn Dy- 
sart and Mis. Cecile Dysart Smith 
in memory of their parents, Mi. 
and Mrs. Em nest Dysait. 


New Hell Tower 


Consti notion or a new bell tower 


began Sept. 9, 1952, and was finish- 
ed two w eeks later. Dedication of 
the tower and chimes was held 
Oct. 19, 1952. The chimes were 
given to the church by Mr. and 
Mis. Jesse Emmeit. Di. Robeit 
Fischer of Chicago Lutheran theo- 
logical seminary, Maywood, was 
Uie speaker for Uie oeiemony. 


The building of modern icst- 


rooms wns stalled Aug. 24. 1933, 
and construction is continuing at 
piescnt. 


The congregation now has 203 


baptired members. Church organi- 
zations include the Biothcrhood 


with 35 members, Woman's Mis- 
sionary society with 45. 'Senior 
Luther League with 11. Interme- 
diate Luther League with 20, Sun- 
day school with 40. choir with 16. 
junior choir with 15, Altar Guild 
with four, Family Fellowship and 
a bowling team.

Hayes in 1907, and Giace Wilkms 
m ions nnd 1909. Miss Wilkms had 
charge of an unusually large en- 
rollment. 51 pupils, 30 boys and 21 
gnls. 
For instructing them, she 


leceived $50 per month. 


By 1912 enrollment had shiunk 


to 31. but the teacher, Ida Paiker, 
received $53 per month. The pupils 
made a good record and were ex- 
empt from taking final exams be- 
cause of their high scholastic aver- 
age. 


In 1915 enrollment had climbed 


to 50, and the teacher, Mary Tour- 
tlllott. took home $60 each month. 


Inflation after World War I ap- 


parently had its effect on tcacheis' 
salaries in Nachusa. By 1922 Edna 
Fisccl was i eceiving $95 per month. 


The list of teachers includes Do- 


cla Brooks. 1919; Edith Hill Ben- 
ncH. 1923-1927; Claude Currens, 
1928. 


Twenty pupils were enrolled in 


1931. 
The school was accredited 


as a Mandril el school Oct. 14, 1933 
In the school year, 1937-38, Mary 
Wolf decided to resign as teacher 
after ten consecutive yeats. 


It should nc noted that J. L 


Welty served the school, both as 
teacher and director. at various 
times from 1894 to about 1940 
, Enrollment in 1Q43-44 wns 33 pu- 
pils. For 1944-45 it was 34. 


Enlarged Curriculum 


In 1945-46, due to an enlaiped 


curriculum, 
enrollment 
in 
the 


school was too heavy. The school 
directors and the teacher, Grace 
Jacobs, decided to send the sev- 
enth and eighth grades to classes 
in Franklin Grove to allow the 
tearher more time with the re- 
maining six grades. 


Coral W. Lambert was the teach- 


er in 1946-47. Enrollment in 1947- 
48 was 34. 


In 1948-49 with an enrollment of 


39, the school decided to send 
eighth grade students to class at 
Lincoln school in Dixon. The same 
year voters approved a bond issue 
to build a new two-room school, 
and work was started in the fall of 
1949. 


At the beginning of the 3949-50 


school year, with the new building 
under construction, there was no 
space available for classes. After 
long discussion, the board decided 
to hire Edith H. Bennett to teach 
upper grades, and rent the vacant 
March school for the purpose. Wes- 
ley Hockman was hned to trans- 
port the pupils to the school. 


Mrs. Labert taught the primary 


grades in her home. Students at- 
tended half-day sessions during the 
entire year. 


Pupils and teachers moved into 


the new school for the 1950-51 year. 
The happy first day In the mod- 
ern building was marred when one 
of the teachers reported a class- 
room door fell off. The screws for 
the hinges had worked loose, but 
the contractor noon set it right, 
find the school settled down to its 
new routin*. 


Mrs. Edith H. Bennett taught the 


upper classes, while Coral W. 
Lambert had the lower grades. 


School Dedicated 


The dedication of the school was 


held Oct. 6, 1950. The service was 
in charge of the Rev. Luther H. 
Coopernder, then pastor of St. 
Paul's Lutheran church.

Col. A. P. Djsait, Nachusa pio- 


neei, came to Illinois when he wa» 
19 .\eais of age He was an imt- 
standing businessman, and also de- 
voted many yeais to public life, 
including service in the state legis- 
latuie. 


A biographical sketch published 


m'lS92, describes his activity dur- 
ing the Civil War. 


"Of his war recoid Col. Dysart 


may be justly proud. He had 
\\atchecl with inteiest the progress 
of events m the South, and when 
the blow was stiuck against the 
Government m 1861, he raised a 
company of volunteers, which was 
mustered into service September 
7, 1861 ... He was commissioned 
Captain by the 
War Governor, 


Dick Yates, and went at once to 
the front, joining the command of 
Gen. 
Buell, of the Army of the 


Cumberland. With his troops he 
paiticipated in the battle of Pitts- 
burg Landing, April 7, 1862, and 
when the Major was killed early m 
the day he filled the place of that 
officer.

Employes of 
Bank Testify in 
Robbery Trial 


ST. LOUIS W) — The prosecution 


may complete its armed robbery 
case today against one of the men 
who tried 'to flee the Southwest 
Bank here with $141,000 last April. 


A bank vice president testified 


at-the trial of William F. Scholl 
Thursday that two of the armed 
bandits gave him different orders. 


"I kept jumping up and lying 


down," said Frank X. Moore, the 
bank official. "The one man was 
. pointing a shotgun at me and tell- 
ing me to stand up with my hands 
up and another man was waving 
a pistol at me telling me to lie 
down. 


"I didn't know whose orders to 


follow," 'he said. 


Mrs. Armand Cantino of sub- 


urban Webster Groves said Scholl 
grabbed her and forced her to 
accompany him to several exits 
as police fired into the bank. 


"I opened a rear door and told 


th* robber I had seen a police- 
man," Mrs. Cantino, a customer 
at the time, testified. "The robber 
ordered me to close and lock the 
door, saying, "I'll kill you if you 
don't lock it." 


Scholl later was wounded In the 


gun battle. Another bandit shot 
himself to death-and a third was 
killed by police gunfire. 


Wilmer P. Lee, assistant bank 


vice president, told the Circuit 
Court jury that Scholl, carrying 
two pistols, forced him out of his 
office saying, "you seem like a 
big shot." He said Scholl later 
turned him over to another man. 


The trial opened Monday. 


ministers conference in Berlin, 
perhaps in January.

Another Stall? 


If Berlin did pave the road for 


progress toward peace with Rus- 
sia, fine. But if Molotov stalled, 
it would strengthen the Eisenhow- 
er administration's contention the 
Russians talk 
peace but won't 


prove it by deeds. 


And there's a further considera- 


tion. This country and Britain have 
been anxious to have France join 
a single European army which 
would also include West Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourg. 


And any kind of rearmed Ger- 


many is what most of the French 
don't want. The French hold na- 
tional elections this month. Laniel 
can't promise the French parlia- 
ment will approve joining the sin- 
gle European army. 


In the first place, he may be out 


of office after the election. And in 
the second place, the French cer- 
tainly won't vote on joining that 
army until after the election. 


French Hoping 


And, 
finally, the French seem 


to keep hoping that 
somehow, 


someway, the cold war with Rus- 
sia can be relaxed or ended, thus 
eliminating any need for such a 
single European army. 


But if there is a meeting with 


Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov 
and it demonstrates to the French 
that in the foreseeable future there 
is no hope of understanding with 
Russia, then maybe they would get 
into the one army with Germany.

inventor of barbed wire, died, 
leaving the bulk of his large estate 
for construction and maintenance 
of a hospital here. 


The hospital has not yet been 


built, and Attorney-General Lath- 
am Castle has begun suit in the 
DeKalb county circuit court in Syc- 
amore to find out why. 


The attorney 
general, 
acting 


through Atty. Thomas C. McCon- 
nell of Chicago, special counsel, 
demanded removal of and an ac- 
counting by trustees of a fund 
created by the will for establish- 
ment of the hospital and the car- 
rying out of other bequests. 


Deceased Woman >*amcd 


The trustees are Harry W. Mc- 


Ewen, former county judge and 
circuit judge here; Paul A. Nehr- 
ing, head of the Nehring Electrical 
works, manufacturer 
of 
copper 


wire, and Floyd Crego, president 
of the First National Bank of De- 
Kalb. 


Also named a defendant in the 


action is Mrs. Anna Anderson, 72, 
a trustee and co-executor with Me- 
Ewen of Haish's will. Mrs. Ander- 
son, nurse and housekeeper to 
Haish for the last, 20 years of his 
life, received an annuity under the 
will and the right to live in his 
huge mansion here. She died last 
Nov. 8. 


The suit asks the court to re 


move McEwen as executor of the 
will in addition^ to removing him 
as trustee. McConnell said it is his 
opinion that the estate now ex 
ceeds 1 million dollars. It was 
estimated at the time of Haish's 
death that the estate amounted to 
from $500,000 to $1,500.000. 


Left Money for Site 


The suit sets forth that Haish's 


will directed te trustees to organ 
ize a charitable hospital corpora 
tion and to supply directors of the 
corporation with $100,000 to ac 
quire a site and erect a building to 
be known as the Haish Memoria 
hospital. Residual income of the 
estate was to be used to provide 
free beds and free hospital service 
for ir:digents. 


It is charged the trustees waited 


until Dec. 8, 1947, more than 20 


'cars after Haish's death, before 
organizing such a corporation and 
lave never handed any money 
over to its directors. McEwen is 
he only survivor among trustees 
lamed in the will. Nehring and 
Crego are successor trustees. 


"Such prolonged delay is a re- 


sult not only of negligence," the 
suit asserts, "but also and partic- 
ularly in order that the trustees 
might use and enjoy the assets of 
the Haish estate for their own 
benefit, all in disregard and defi- 
ance of their duties as trustees. 


Charge Waste of Money 


"During the long .period of in- 


excusable delay, the trustees by 
various wrongful and I l l e g a l 
means, method, devices and trans- 
actions, have diverted, misappro- 
priated, 
consumed and 
wasted 


large sums of money belonging to 
the estate which should have in- 
ured to the Haish Memorial hos- 
pital." 


Charge* Sum* Borrowed 


The suit explained that the attor- 


ney general was acting under a 
provision of the law charging him 
with responsibility of preventing 
breaches of trust for public char- 
ity. 


It was charged that McEwen 


borrowed $28,727 from the estate 
between 1928 and 1944, without 
paying interest and that his secre- 
tary borrowed $4,820. 


These sums were accounted for, 


it was aaid, by ex parte court 


orders allowing payments of lump 
sums to McEwen as a fee for his 
services as co-executor and trus- 
tee. Since 1942, and through 1950, 
McEwen-has drawn $2.000 a year, 
it was said. Prior to 1942J he was 
awarded $32,000. 


Income of the estate since 1926, 


was estimated in tW» suii at $189,- 
142, but fees and expenses have! 
eaten up all but $26.206, it was 
said. 


Disinherits All Relative* 


Haish disinherited all relatives 


in his will, which' was unsuccess- 
fully contested by several of them 
after his death. 'He left $1,000 a 
year to Mrs. Anderson and $75 a 
month to several servants. He pro- 
vided that his home here be main- 
tained as a place of residence for 
Mrs. Anderson throughout her life. 


The home is a DeKalb landmark, 


an architectural composite of geo- 
metric forms in various colors, 
with Images of dogs, cats, tigers 
and elephants guarding ' the ap- 
proaches. 


A few years before his death. 


Haish caused a sign to be painted 
on a side of the house: "I am the 
man who invented barbed wire." 


The invention reputedly grew 


from efforts by Haish to keep cat- 
tit from breaking through fences 
by weaving thorny osage stems 
into the wire. In 1873, he conceived 
the idea of mibstituting sharp pro

CAIRO, Egypt OP—The American 


embassy announced today Uiat th« 
7,255-ton American freighter Albion 
had reported Egyptian shore bat- 
teries fired on her as she tried to 
deliver 9,600 tons of wheat to Jor- 
dan (or Arab refugees from' Pale** 
tine. 


The attack reportedly occurred 


Thursday in the Gulf of Aqaba, 
east of Egypt's Sinai Peninsula. 
The Albion was bound for the Jor- 
dan port of Aqaba, at the head of 
the gulf. 


The ship's first report made no 


mention of casualties or damagt 
to the vessel. 


It Appeared likely that the Egyp- 


tian gunners had believed the ship 
was destined tor Elath, an Israeli 
port also at the head of the gulf 
to which considerable 
traffic is 


routed to circumvent Arab Egypt's 
ban on Israel-bound shipping pass- 
ing through the Suez Canal. 


The Albion' reported she bad 


pulled out of the firing area but 
was making another attempt today 
to reach Aqaba. 


The embassy said it had mad* 


"urgent representations" to the 
Egyptian government and that 
President Mohammed Naguib's re- 
gime had given "assurances that 
action would be taken to facilitate 
the ship's passage through Aqaba 
Gulf." 


The Egyptians.also promised an 


immediate investigation into the 
reported shooting.
